BRITISH EMBASSY 
PULZLES CAPITAL 


Wet or Dry, That Is Ques- 
tion As Attaches Declare 
Envoy’s Position Mis- 
represented.

Washington was pondering tonight 
over its latest question on diplomatie 
liquor—whether the British embassy 
will or will not be dry. 

The situation took on an air of 
mystery after attaches of the embassy 


described published reports that Sir 
Esme Howard, the British ambassa- 
dor, had decided to import no more 
liquor as “not entirely accurate.” 
They declined to indicate the diserep- 
encies in the accounts and refused to 
comment in any way. 

It is known, however, that liquors 
have been served at the embassy since 
the ambassador recently expressed his 
willingness to dry up the embassy if 
the American government desired. 

Comment was evoked at the state 
department and on the floor of the 
senate for the first time today on the 
situation created by the ambassador's 
recent statement on the diplomatic 
liquor question. 

Secretary Stimson said the ambas- 
sador had informed him that he con- 
templated giving up the privilege of 
importing diplomatically immune

RUM NEW CENSUS 


BEATEN BY COUP. 


Administration Steam 
Roller, DisregardingPar- 
liamentary Rules, Pushes 
Measure to Passage. 


EAST AND SOUTH 
JOIN IN VICTORY, 


‘Georgia Delegation To

Washington, June 6.—Through the 
operation of a well oiled steam roller 
house leaders today managed to save 
from almost certain defeat the com- 
bined reapportionment census bill, 
which had been threatened with disas- 
ter by the two highly controversial 
amendments excluding all aliens and 
non-voting negroes as a basis of the 
next congressional apportionment. 

Although the session started out in 
a fever of excitement with the fate 
of the bill still in doubt, it did not 
take long to reveal that leaders had 
the situation well in hand, and before 
the final gong of adjournment sounded 
late today the house had passed, by a 
vote of 272 to 105, the long-delayed 
measure, minus the two controversial 
provisions. 

South and East Pacified. 


In consequence, southern democrats 
tonight found the tension somewhat 
relieved between them and eastern 
members of the party who had joined 
with middle western elements in 
thrusting. through the Tinkhant amend- 
ment, contemplating a substantial re- 
duction in southern congressional! rep- 
resentation on account of statutes 
seeking to overcome enfranchisement 
provisions of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments. With the Tink- 
ham amendment went the alien exclu- 
sion clause, bitterly opposed by mem- 
bers of congress from the large indus- 
trial centers of population and incor- 
porated in the bill through a combi- 
nation of southern and middle western 
votes. 

To majority Leader Tilson, of Con- 
necticut, is due most of the credit for 
ironing out a situation which at first 
threatened to become one of the most 
involved witnessed at the capital in 
many years. Facing a storm of pro- 
tests on both sides, he gathered to- 


|gether the loose strands of the shat- 


tered bill and by employing a series 
of questionable but practical parlia- 
mentary tactics succeeded in bringing 
order out of chaos. 

Substitutes New Bill. 

The Tilson coup took the form of 
an amendment substituting a new bill 
for the overburdened measure under 
consideration. It contained the same 
general provisions as the other except 
those relating to southern representa- 
tion and alien exclusion. Trained par- 
liamentarians of the house were of 
the opinion that the amendment was 
in violation of all rules and prece- 
dents, but Representative Chindblom,

Hammond, Ind., June 6.—?)—The 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad is willing 
to relinquish its substantial interest 
in the Cincinnati, New Orleans & Tex- 
as Pacific railway to further the pro 
posal for consolidation of railroads 
within the rate territory in which they 
are located, said Daniel Willard, pres- 
ident of the Baltimore & Ohio, in an 
address today before the Hammond 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Willard’s announcement was made 
partly in answer to objections against 
merger of the Chicago, Indianapolis 
& Louisville railway with the Balti- 
more & Ohio. He added that neither 
the Southern railway nor the Louis- 
ville & Nashville, joint owners*of the 
Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville, 
“should extend their lines north ctf 
the Ohio river, and by the same token 
the Baltimore & Ohio, which owns a 
substantial interest in the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans & Texas Pacific railway, 
extending from Cincinnati to Chatta- 
nooga and forming an important link 
in the Southern railway system, 
should relinquish its ownership in that 
property to the Southern or such other 
railroad companies south of the Obio 
river as may wish to obtain it.”

AUTHORITY OF WE 
BUDY CHALLENGED 


Washington, June 6,—(#)—Declar- 
ing that the federal trade and tariff 
commissions have no authority to in- 
vestigate labor troubles in the textile 
industry, a minority report of the sen- 
ate manufactures committee filed with 
the senate today recommended that 
the inquiry be made by the committee 
itself, 

The report, which was prepared by 
Senator Wheeler, democrat, Montana, 
who proposed the investigation, was 
in direct conflict with the majority 
report, written by Senator Hale, re- 
publican, Maine, which suggested that 
the inquiry be referred to the two 
commission. 

Wheeler has announced that he will 
oppose adoption of the Hale recom- 
nnd a fight on the floor of 
the senate over the two proposals is 
in prospect.

Ratifications of Lateran 
Treaties Between Holy See 


And Mussolini at 11 Today

Tentative Decision To 
Postpone Ceremonies

Rome, June 6.—(United News.)— 
Ratifications of the Lateran treaties 
between the holy see and the Italian 
government will be exchanged at 11 
a. m. tomorrow, it was definitely de- 
cided tonight after a day of hesitat- 


ing which at one time resulted in a! 


tentative decision to postpone the 
ceremonies. 

Cardinal Gasparri, papal secretary 
of state, and ’remier Mussolini, whose 
speedy action saved the neeessity of 
delay, will participate in the cere- 
mony in the “Hall of Congregation” 
at the Vatican. 

At one time this evening it 
peared certain that some further de- 
velopment in the controversy between 
Pope Pius XI and Premier Musso- 


lini would be forthcoming. The vati- 
ean decided to delay final action on 
the treaties until the government had 
been given an opportunity to reply to 


ap- 


the pope's letter, published yesterday. 
taking issue with Mussolini in regard 
to application of the agreement. 

The fascist premier, however, made 
this unnecessary, by seizing an op- 
wrtunity to 
be no further debate on the subject 
at present, at least. Although the 
vatican waited all day to see whether 
the fascist press would attack the 
pope's letter, only one newspaper com- 
mented. 

Adverse to Vatican. 

The comment was adverse to the 
Yatican and the newspaper—the Im- 
pero, an extreme fascist organ——was 
immediately suppressed for that edi- 
tion. 

This action was regarded bv the 
vatican as sufficiently friendly en the 
government's part to permit imme- 
diate signing. 

There had been a complete air of 
mystery around the preparations for 
exchanging the ratifications throuzh- 
out today and officials were reticent 
about discussing the situation.
